LAWS CHANGE 
NOW PANNED 


New Regulations in U.S. 
Made Amendments 
Necessary

OTTAWA, Ont., April 24,—Incon- 
sistencies in Canada’s naturalization 
laws are to be cleared up through a 
bill which received second reading in 
the House of Commons Thursday. It 
was sponsored by Hon, C, H, Cahan 
secretary of state 

Because of new naturalization regu- 
lations adopted by United States, it 
was necessary to amend Canada’s 
laws, Mr, Cahan stated. Under the 
conflicting laws of the two countries, 
a Canadian woman who married a 
citizen of United States did not be- 
country 
but did lose her Canadian status 

“Hundreds of women in Canada 
have been rendered stateless through 
the new regulations of United Sinies,” 
Dr. Cahan sald. A Canadian woman 
who married a United States citizen 
was unabie to enter that country be- 
cause she was not a citizen and was 
unable to secure a passport from | 
Canada because she likewlse was not 
a citizen of this country. 
ANOTHER CHANGE | 

The proposed amendment to the 
naturalization laws would deem the | 
wife of a British subject to be a Bri- 
tish subject and the wife of an alien 
an alien A woman, having been a} 
British subject, would not be deemed 
to have jost that citizenship upon her 
marriage With an allen, except when 
she automatically adopted the nation- 
ality of her husband. Anoiber pro- 
posed change in the law aficcted the 
status of a woman whose Lusband 
ceased to be a British subject and 
who did not automatically adopt his 
new nationality, The woman, in that 
case, wou'd be enabled to retain her 
status as a British subject if she chose 
to do 60. 

In 1930 the question was discussed |

SELLING WHAT IS NOT 


The trend of the evidence suggests 
that one outcome of the Stamp investiga- 
tion may be a recommendation that the 
Government exercise control over ‘‘fu-, 
tures” trading, to the extent of preventing 
people selling grain they do not own. 

To that measure of restriction there 
would probably be little objection offered. 
Even the professional speculator can find 
scope for his activities in doing business 
with grain that actually exists, No doubt 
there is a thrill in disposing of a car load 
of wheat when one doesn’t own a bushel 
of it, but there are also dangers in thus 
operating in the realm of pure imagery, 
as a good many have found to their cost 
in recent months, 

If there is such a thing as gambling in 
the grain trade, that would seem to be 
what the procedure amounts to when one 
man sells another a car of grain that he | 
hasn't got. There is no essential differ- 
ence between doing that and simply bet- 
ting what the future price of grain will be. 
Why lotteries should be forbidden and 
short-selling allowed is a mystery to the 
non-legal mind. 

Aside from its effect upon the price of 
real grain, and that is what the commis- 
sion is supposed to determine, to prevent 
this particular kind of futures trading in 
grain would appear to be in keeping with 
the contro! that is exercised over trading 
in other commodities.

CONTRIBUTORY INSURANCE BEST 


remier Bennett's reply to the dele 
gation that waited on him a week ago im- 


plies that the Government has in mind the 
establishment of some sort of an unem- 
ployment insurance service in Canada 
but that this will be on a contributory 
basis. That is, that those who are in line 
for insurance will be required to make 
some direct personal contribution to {he 
funds, the employers and the country pul 
ting up the balance. 

Seemingly some scheme of the kind 
may have to be adopted. Seasonable un 
employment has been a regular winter oc- 
currence in Canada, in greater or less de- 
gree, and probably always will be. Nor 
can it be supposed that any national pol- 
icy can immunize the country from the 
effects of world depressions such as the 
present. 

It is better for all parties concerned, 
the public included, that men who depend 
upon wages should have an opportunity of 
insuring themselves against unemploy- 
ment, rather than that they should have 
to accept meal tickets distributed 
in times of stress by municipal councils 
and governments. Nor is it probable that 
any considerable section of the public 
would object to the Government making 
a contribution toward the cost of operat- 
ing such a safeguarding plan. 

An insurance system framed on these 
lines would have the inestimable adyant- 
age that it would not undermine the self- 
dependence and self-respect of those ‘yho 
found themselves obliged at times to draw 
allowances from the fund. They would in 
such circumstances feel that they were 
getting something that belonged to them 
and that they had paid for to the fair mea- 
sure of their ability. Who can doubt that 
the man who accepts relief under the pre- 
sent arrangement, or lack of arrangement, 
suffers somewhat in his own esteem”

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Pott's Disease 

Question: I. M. P. asks: “What ts 
Pott's disease, and would an operation 
be advisable in the case of patient 
who has two small abscesses at left of 
spine?” 

Answer: Pott's d'sease is simply a 
common term for tuberculosis of the 
spine.. It would be difficult. to “say 
whether or not an operation would be 
| advisable in the case you inquire about 
without being able to examine the pa- 
tient. When the infection is not too 
bad, one is often able to bring about 
an improvement through correct dict- 
ing and the use of sun baths or treat- 
ments with the actinic light.. This 
dieting regimen is similar to that out- 
lined in my article on tuberculosis of 
the lungs, which I will be pleased to 
send you upon receipt of a large, self- 
addressed stamped envelope.

HOSPITALS OF 
CITY UNDERGO 
LOOKING OVER 


Official of College of Sur- 
geons From Chicago 
Visits West 


Visiting the city for the purpose of 
inspecting the local hosp.tals, Dr. 
Charlies W. Moots, of Chicago, field 
representative of the hospital depart- 
ment of the American College of Sur- 
geons, a body” representative of 
Canada, the United States, Old Mexico 
and South America, arrived in Ed- 
monton Thursday, He is making a 
survey of hospitals in the four western 
provinces, and started this work at the 
end of February He has already 
worked through British Columbia, and 
is at present making his way east, Af- 
ter inspecting hospitals at Camrose 
on Saturday, he will again return to 
Edmonton and inspect the city hos- 
piltals on Mondiy next, 

Dr, Moots explained that the College 
had been organized in 1913 with the 
object of placing surgery on a higher 
basis. It was soon apparent that bet- 
ter results could be obtained if the 
standard of hospitals was raised, and 
accordingly in 1918 hospitals in Can- 
ada and the United States were sur- 
veyed under the direction of Dr 
Malcolm T, McEachern, of Vancouver 
Only those hospitals having a bed cap- 
acity of 100 or more were inspected, 
and of the total of 692 of these, only | 
89, or 129 per cent, met the requires | 
ments in 1918, In 1930 @ similar sur- 
vey resulted in hospitals of the 
same type being visited, and of these 
1,334, or 93.1 per cent, were found 
to meet the requirements 

Hospitals to the number of 1,001 
having a bed capacity of between 60 
{and 100, were inspected by the college 
\in 1930 and 596, or 59.6 per cent, came 
up to the standard, In 1929 the col-| 
lege extended its work to @ survey of | 
the smaller hospitals, having a bed 
capacity as low as 25, and 730 of these 
were surveyed and 133, or 18.2 per 
cent, were found to meet the require- 
j ments 

The main points in the survey are 
the organization of the medical staff, | 
hospital equipment, records, and the 
; co-operation of the doctors

Alberta Would Refer to 
Privy Council, Validity

On Monday, May 4, counsel repre- 
senting the attorney-general's depart- 
ment will appear before the appellate 
division of the supreme court of Al- 
berta and seek leave to appeal to the 
privy council against the decision of 
the appeal court declaring part of the 
Security Frauds Prevention Act ultra 
vires, according to Hon, J. F. Lym- 
burn, attorney-general 

It is expected that W. 8. Gray, K.O, 
and James J, Frawley, solicitors to the 
attorney-general, will represent ap- 
pellant 

The decision of the appeal court, 
which Is being appealed, was written 
by Chief Vustice Horace Harvey and 
handed down at Calgary, and is in re- 
spect to the investigation by the 
crown of books and affairs of compan. 
les holding dominion charters, 

In his decision, the chief justice 
held that the province had no such 
power, and as a resuli Mr. Frawley, 
who was at the time engaged upon in- 
veat'galions at Calgary, was prevent- 
ed from continuing 

The decision of the court did not 
affect previotis investigations, as an 
act duly passed, ts effective until re- 
pealed or declared ulira vires 

The Alberta appeal will be of inter.

ence of attorneys-general or their de- 
pulles, at Toronto in the winter of 
1930.
